Determined to lift Pacific Great Eastern Railway problems out 
of party polities, the Oliver Government to-day completed a 
sweeping reorganisation of the railway management by placing it 
in the hands of a board of five members, three of them business¬ 
men and two Cabinet Ministers.. 

The P.G.E. directorate, it waa announced, will consist of Hon. 
W. H. Sutherland, Minister of Railways, Attorney-General A. M. 
Manson, Chri* Spencer, W. J. Blake Wilson, and Willard Kitchen, 
the last three all leading Vancouver businessmen. The change 
takes place immediately. 

This programme of reorganisation 
gives the businessmen a majority 
control of the railway directorate, as 
the Government representation la cut 
to two by the retirement of Hon. J. 
D. MacLean, Minister of Finance. 
The Government wilt give the 
new board a free bend to taekle 
the probleme of the railway, the 
moot oerieue faced by the Pro- 
vinoe to-day, eeeordino to an an¬ 
nouncement made by Or. Euther- 
land after ho had completed plan* 
for the reorganisation. 

OUT OP POLITICS 
Recognition of the momentous de^ 
clelono soon to be made in connection 
with the road, coupled with a deelri, 
to lift the problem aa fur ua poaatbld 
above the level of party politic*, led 
the Government to take thia atep. It 
waa stated officially to-day. The 
moat perplexing financial question 
before Rrftleh Columbia la that con¬ 
nected with the P.QJS. Premier Oli¬ 
ver MM hie colleagues decided to 
seek Tor Its solution the ablest and 
moat experienced business advice 
available—and to secure It n» such • 
practical way that Its assistance will 
be of real working value. 

MANAGER CONTINUES 
Thomas Kilpatrick, the present 
general manager, will remain In op* 
erattng control, subject to the dlrec* 
ttou of the board. The new ap« 
potntees will commence at once td 
make themselves familiar with the 
situation and probably will make g 
trip of Inspection at an early date. 

No plane have fret been formu¬ 
lated. nor has any policy been laid 
down aa a condition of the change 
It 1* expected that the director* 
will hold their meetings In Vancou¬ 
ver, .where they will have head office 
records available. The Minister of 
Railways, who Is president of tljX 
road, will go to Vancouver whei 
required, and will be accompanied by 
the Attorney-General when legal 
questions are Involved.

CITY WILL SEIZE 


Owners Who Defaulted Under 
Fifteen-year Extension Plan 
Plead For Time 

Indebtedness to City on Part 
of Same Owners Reaches 
$15,000 

As Instructed by the council on 
Monday city officials to-day ar« 
moving to forecloss on ths delln- 
quent owners of property under tha 
fifteen-year consolidation plan. Bev. 
era I valuable ptoccs of downtown 
property revert to th# cJty through 
the default of owner* who In some 
cases have not paid taxes for over 
three years. 

Borne of the delinquent owners 
more deeply in the city’s debt havf 
sums ranging from 112.000 to 915.006 
outstanding against them. Just whst 
course the city will tak* once It haa 
acquired title to the land la not eer* 
tain. 

The total value of property held 
under the fifteen-year plan Is *atd 
to approximate 9698.006. though only 
a portion of this ha* cQins under 
the delinquent clause which leaves 
forfeiture the city's only action. 
Borne of the land reverting In tha 
down town area will ha vs a high 
market value, though the charges 
njriinat It are correspondingly largS. 

l>*llnqu*nt owners tn some In¬ 
stances have complicated matters by 
asking the city to extend still fur¬ 
ther the time in which they may pay 
up the back charges on ths land. A 
request for further extension of time 
places ths city In s difficult posi¬ 
tion. It Is said, in the normal way 
property reverts to the city when 
two years' taxes remain unpaid, 
and It Is then taken for tax sale - 
Under the fifteen-year plan taxes In 
some Instances have not been paid 
for nearly four years. 

The council action off ths situation 
to date haa bean s direct Instruction 
to city official* to forecloss on ths 
delinquents at ths expiry of a thirty- 
day notice to other Interested parties. 

It la likely that In any plan of dis¬ 
posal worked out. the original won* 
are will be given preference In buy¬ 
ing bock the land thus forfeited to 
tbo city. 

Owners of property under tho fif¬ 
teen-year plan who remain In godo 
standing and have not defaulted in 
the sums due to the city under tho 
extension system are not affected by 
the present difficulty, and their hold¬ 
ings will not ba disturbed.

Though skunks may occasionally 
visit a chicken coop without permis¬ 
sion. or may do soma other damage, 
most of them spend thetr Uvea In 
our service, digging up and devour¬ 


ing countless larva of ths destruc¬ 
tive June beetle and other insecta 
that prey on our garden produce. 

Mother skunks have large fkmilles. 
and few prettier sights may ba seen 
than an old one leading out her 
brood of black and white youngfters. 
each perhaps differing Just a little 
from his brother or sister In thq re¬ 
lative width of hla white back 
stripes.

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A BUSINESSLIKE POLICY 

T he appointment of three 

prominent bu»ineMmrn as directors of the Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway Company should lift the ad¬ 
ministration of the road out of ihe atmosphere of 
party politics. 

This is a desirable step. The system is now get¬ 
ting nearer a producing stage and ought to be re¬ 
garded no longer as a political target. Ita chief 
requirement is more passenger business and freight 
traffic. This can be. furnished only by a deter¬ 
mination on the part of the general public to put 
the line to maximum use. by regarding it as a valuable 
agency in the deyelopment of the Province; 
in short, by considering it in the light of an asset 
instead of a "‘white elephmt." One of the quickest 
ways to change the prevailing view of the system it 
to take it out of politics and give it a fair chance 
in the commercial field. This it what the Gov¬ 
ernment has done and its course is a correct one. 

The three gentlemen who will now take their 
seats on the directorate with the Minister of Public 
Works and the Attorney-General are of known busi¬ 
ness ability and thoroughly familiar with the economic 
conditions of ihe Province. This should assure the 
the taxpayer an administration that will approach 
all the problems which continue to face the Pacific 
Great Eastern from the standpoint of practical busi¬ 
ness. This does not imply that the present Minister 
of Railways, the former Minuter, and their assoc isles 
on the board have neglected any opportunity for im¬ 
proving the public's property. But the management 
of a project like the P.G.E. demands a good deal 
more time and thought than Cabinet heads alone are 
able to give to it 

It may be too much to hope that this change in 
the Government’s railway policy will result in a gen¬ 
eral desire to retain the property as a provincial 
undertaking for all time. Die taxpayer will never¬ 
theless welcome the announcement which has now 
been made, because he will feel more satisfied in his 
own mind that any proposal to dispose of the line on 
terms embodied in the legislation passed at the last 
session of the Legislature will be considered solely 
from a commercial viewpoint, and not from the view¬ 
point of political expediency. 

The Government’s plan for the future of the 
line should commend itself to everybody in the 
Province, irrespective of party leanings, and insure 
new consideration for a subject which for too long 
has been treated as a political football. 

SEATTLE 8 WOMAN MAYOR 

T he people of victoria will Ap¬ 
prove Mayor Pendray's compliment to Seattle's 
new chief executive who will assume office next 
Monday, lire occasion will be unique in the his¬ 
tory of the Pacific Northwest in that the largest 
city in that district will have at its head a woman for 
the first time. 

Mrs. Henry Landes is no stranger to Victoria. She 
has addressed one or two of the women's organiza¬ 
tions of this city and has always impressed her audi¬ 
ences with her grasp of public alfairs and her inter¬ 
pretation of civic responsibility. Her municipal ser¬ 
vice in the Sound City has been marked by de¬ 
rision and courage in different circumstances. Her 
dismissal of the chief of police while she was acting- 
mayor in the absence of Mayor Brown created a 
great deal of intereit throughout the United Slates 
and Canada. Her action was afterwards rescinded 
by the ex-mayor, but her course apparently wa# the 
forerunner of her election later, and an endorsement 
of her policies by the electorate. 

Under the administration of the incoming mayor 
the city of Seattle is assured in advance of a de¬ 
termined attempt to put an end to those practices 
which the courts exposed recently.

NOW A BIO INDUSTRY 

S TATISTICS JUST PUBLISHED IN 

Washington point out that 2,000,000 auto¬ 
mobiles. containing more than 6,000.000 Americans, 
entered Canada from the United Slates during the year 
1925. They also show that of this large number 
no fewer than 481.000 applied for and obtained 
thirty-day permits. 

These figures convey some idea of what tha 
automobile tourist traffic from the neighboring re¬ 
public means to this Dominion in dollars and cents 
every year. Only n comparatively short time ago 
this sort of holiday travel was negligible. Now it 
has been developed into one of this country's greatest 
industries—a crop which will very probably double 
itself within the next ten years. 

Increasing automobile travel, moreover, is a con¬ 
stant reminder of the necessity for maintaining the 
present highways of the country in good condition 
and of building others to tap new areas of interest 
to tha automobile holidaymaker. Road-making in 
British Columbia, however, ia a costly business, and 
its case for more liberal treatment by the Federal 
authorities is a good one. for it follows that 
the opening up of new districts will attract tha Ki¬ 
ller as well as the motorist. Return for the expendi¬ 
ture is therefore assured. 

GOOD WORK BY BRITAIN'S FRO* 

G reat Britain's professional 

golfers have put in two days’ of about the best 
work that has been seen in an international combat 
on Old Country courses for many a long day. In 
the foursomes yesterday they won every match. In 
the singles to-day they won eight out of ten. lost one. 
snd the other finished all square. This gives Britain 
1 'iUj points and the Unitad States I Vi pomts—and 
the Ryder cup remains in its native land. 

The test just completed is a better test of the 
golfing prowess of the two countries' representatives 
than the amateur tests, becaure the British amateurs 
play considerably lew tournament play than the ama¬ 
teurs in the United States. Over the border, as 
every golfer knows, there are dozens of state amateur 
and open competition, m which tha amateur—who 
is looked after with the care of a race-horre—has 
two chances at the money. Hence the more intensive 
practice and more familiarity with galleries. Hie 
men who make golf their business in both countries, 
however, start their battles on an equal basis.

BEARINGS ARE BIG 
FACTOR IN MOTOR 

More Than One Hundred De¬ 
signs Are on the Market 
To-day 

There are no more Important fac- 
| tors In an automotive than the bear¬ 
ings. A bearing Is a support for a 
moving part, made so as to minimise 
r. ic tl.cn. stand wear, and achieve a 
fine adjustment. 

Nymeroun types of ebaringa are 
found In motor cars. In some the 
metal* a're selected with the idea of 
obtaining great strength rather than 
non-friction qualities: others have 
strong metal shell* lined with a com- 
f-nratlvely soft non-friction metal. 
Then there are so-called anti-friction 
hearing*. In which halls, or straight, 
taper, or helical rollers ore used, giv¬ 
ing a rolling rather than sliding con¬ 
tact. 

There are more than 10* bearing* 
In the engine. The cylinder and pi** 
tun. not generally termed bearing*, 
arc usually of cast Iron, which give* 
comparatively long wear and In 
which the friction l* not grant If 
well lubricated When wear doe# 
occur at thle point it is necessary to 
rettora the cylinder* and have larger 
piston* fitted. The wrist-pin bear¬ 
ing* usually Are In form of a 
hronts shell, called a bushing, sur¬ 
rounding the wrist-pin. When wear 
recur* H ♦* nece we ary to deKe out 
the hushing and replace with A new 
one which fit*. 

In the crank-pin hearing*, which 
nre usually hronxe lined with babbitt, 
when wear occur*, the adjustment 1 * 
made by taking out thin sheet* of 
metal. called *hlm*. The'main crank¬ 
shaft hearing* are of the same type. 
The rain-shaft hearing* are usually 
of hall type which must he replaced 
wtth new one* when they become 
worn. The cam-follower brarfng* 
may be Ju«t flat plates resting direct¬ 
ly upon the cam. or "roller* running 
on a rln In the valve push rod. W’ear 
on these parte would usually he com- 
I ^moated for by adjusting* screw* on 
the valve push rod*. The push rod 
gulden require replacement when 
worn. 

The oil-pump leering* consist or a 
plunger working In a small cylinder, 
wtth one end bearing against a cam. 
or a pair of gear* driven from the 
rum-shaft. Perfectly lubricated these 
hearing* seldom require adjustment. 
The bearing* considered *o far are 
cared for by the lubricating system or 
the engine which atari* when the en¬ 
gine starts to run if there laaeup- 
ply of olL „ . 

The fan usually run* on hear¬ 
ings which are lubricated with a 
squirt can. The water-pump bear¬ 
ings are lubricated by compression 
grease cups. When the bearings be¬ 
come badly worn it is neceeaary to 
drive out the bushings and replace 
them. Probably th. .b»ft atao will 
need replacing. 

The valve-stem guides are most 
often holes bored through the 
cylinder casting When wear occur* 
the holes must be reamed true and 
larger, and valves with larger stem* 
he Inserted. In thelgnltion system 
ball-bearing* usually are employed, 
with ©r without means of adjust¬ 
ment. These are lubricated with an 
oil can or packed grease __ 

The carhuretoralr-valve bearing 
operates better If not lubricated, but 
doe* wear and need* replacing, at 
ttmea. The throttle bearing* should 
be lubricated. 

The throttle and apark-contr©l 
linkage have a number of bearings 
which should he frequently lubri¬ 
cated. Usually they are not adjust¬ 
able. so that pari* must he replaced 
when they become badly worn. 

The self-starter motor and «*"•- 
rator are usually equipped *[Kh balJ- 
1 -earing* and are lubricated with a 
squirt can. Both the motor and gen¬ 
erator have a copper communtator 
on which carbon brushes bearJThrae 
are not hearings, strictly speaking. 
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but they do require a very slight t 
trace of oil. . H 

Other principal bearings are usual- L 
ly of ball or roller type, which may 
er may not be adjustable. While | 
practically all of the bearings la the n 
engine are kept well lubricated by II 
the main engine lubricating system. II 
those located on other parts of the 
chassis usually need Individual at- a 
tentlon. The bearing* In the trana- It 
mission gear, rear axle and steering 
gear, are lubricated from the supply 
of oil carried Jr the respective hous¬ 
ing*. Directions for rare and re¬ 
placement are given In the manufac- rr 
Hirer’* Instruction book and ehould q 
be studied. ril

How to Teat Condition of a Used Car 

A car that hat been carefully looked after is good for several veara* 
aertrica. but one that has been neglected or abuaed may be ready for 
the junk pile before it haa been on the road more than eighteen 
months. It you are considering buying a used car this apring, there 
are a few pointers that can be given which will enable you to form a 
very fair idea of its condition. 

A car is an investment and when buying a used car yon should taka 
into consideration its probable value in say a year's time. Do not 
invest your money in a car that is being produced only in small 
numbers for the service given will be limited and spare parts may 
be difficult to secure when required. Do not on any account buy an 
"orphan" or g car the manufacturers of which have gone out of 
business. - 

If you choose a car that ia now being told in fairly large numbers 
you are assured that you will be able to secure spare parts when you 
need them and will also find that when you require service you will 
be able to get it. 

It is a good idea to pass up a used car that is more than two yeafi 
old. unless the price is extremely low and its condition exceptionally 
good. Aiter a car ha* been on the road two years it is nearing the 
atage where various parts will soon require renewing, and during the 
third year it ia almost a certainty that the body will require repainting 
and a paint job is generally fairly ■—

STICKS STARTERS 


Stuck starters cause much tcoubti 
to motorists.

In the old days 
when car* were cranked hy hand ths 
motorist remembered the possibility 
of a broken arm. and ao he 
careful to retard th* spark before 
cranking. To-day. however, the spark 
ia often forgotten, and jammed 
atarier gears are legion.

Never tow a car forward with ths 
starter stuck, as the forward move¬ 
ment jama It tighter. Worn-out 
brushes may cause considerable 
damage to the ttsrtsr. If too loss* 
they will cause an electric arc whtefc 
-will burn and pit the commutatosi 
and in some cases even melt ths 
solder in the armature connections. 
Sixty per cent, of the Ignition calls 
handled laat year by th# mechanical 
first aid department were ths result 
of loosened wire# or battery termi¬ 
nals. l,oo#* ammeter connections 
are most likely to cause motorists 
trouble. A single wire leads to ths 
recording ammeter on th# Instru¬ 
ment board, and Is fastened with a 
screw terminal.

Competition so Keen That 
Premiums Have Been Cut 
Below Business Cost 

Toronto, June 8—The automobile 
Insurance rate war becomes distinctly 
worse from week to week as ^»ew 
tactics are Injected Into the fight, and 
as the effects of some of the more re¬ 
cent competitive rates are felt. The 
Financial Post says. Insurance heads 
point with concern to the situation 
and predict disaster, claiming that 
1928 will be the worst year In the 
business. Although many large com¬ 
panies, with large financial resources 
are engaged In the contest and while 
the public has nothing to fear from 
these, yet there are several of the 
smaller companies young and .Inex¬ 
perienced, whose soundness Is ques¬ 
tioned. 

The Financial Poit la Informed that 
competition between companies has 
become so keen that commissions paid 
to agents have been Increased In some 
cases from 20 per cent, to 80 per cent., 
especially by thuae* eowfpairt** which 
have announced reductions much be¬ 
low the present reduced tariff sched¬ 
ule. It Is quite natural to expect such 
an Inducement to agents since their 
commissions would be greatly reduced 
If they sold Insurance at a reduced 
premium. 

“ALL RISKS" POLICIES 

Competition from the "all risks’* 
type of policy too In becoming a fac¬ 
tor. In considering these rates, some 
Insurance men claim they sell very 
iMtle to Justify them. The grouping 
of haaards with a flat rate Covering 
a'l ha sards at a lower premium than 
If each hasard w«>rp8 covered separ¬ 
ately Is a practice becoming more evi¬ 
dent. Yet many question the sound¬ 
ness of this method of- arriving at 
rates. They are not based on experi¬ 
ence; each hazard has a record In no 
relation to the other, and flMfttetf 
cannot be grouped aclentlflcally with 
another hasard.

The classification of anaemia la 
vary simple. If by careful study we 
cannot determine the cause, we call 
It a primary anaemia. If we know 
the cause, we speak of anaemia as 
being secondary. 

Example* of secondary anaemias 
are those following hemorrhages of 
various kinds, those which occur in 
malnutrition or starvation or In 
chronic infections, such as ar# called 
blood poisonings and in pyorrhea, 
malaria, rheumatism, diphtheria and 
other infectious diseases, and also In 
poisoning by certain durgs.

This recent demonstration waa the 
first public showing of the new head¬ 
light. on which Mr. Ryan and hi* 
engineers have been studying and 
experimenting for more than three 
years. Th# new light* were demon¬ 
strated first In tbs searchlight range 
In the laboratory, in comparison with 
many other types of lights, and Inter 
practical tests ware made on city 
streets and country highways. 

SURPRISING RESULTS 

These tests showed that the new 
lights not only illuminated the road¬ 
way exceptionally well for a distance 
of more than 200 feet but lit the 
ditches on either elds of th* road, so 
that persons in the auto could easily 
read road signs even when the front 
of the car had already passed them 
several feet This backward illu¬ 
mination Is one of th* new femures 
of this type of light. 

In rounding curve*, particularly 
sharp turns, thla wide side beam 
proved valuable In keeping a view of 
th* ditch constantly before the driver. 

Both In laboratory and In roetd 
testa demonstrations were mads to 
show that these new light# would not 
cast a blinding .glam.

LOGS OP BLOOD 

Th# loss of a pint of blood by an 
adult will produce some temporary 
anaemia; the rapid loas of two pints 
of blood will produce a severe ane¬ 
mia and the loss of two quarts of 
blood may produce death, directly 
or from anaemia following. 

Chlorosis is a fairly common dis¬ 
ease in young girls. It la vary Im¬ 
portant that this condition should be 
recognised early and properly treat 
recognised early and properly 
treated. The d ies* a a develops gen¬ 
erally at about the age of fourteen 
to sixteen—rarely as late as twenty. 

It la common In young girls—sel¬ 
dom seen in boys. If untreated, 
chlorosis may last many years and 
may interfere seriously with school 
work. It is usually fairly easy to 
cure but it may return. 

It Is readily recognised by a com¬ 
petent physician early in its course 
but It may be unrecognised by par¬ 
ent! who do not undent and Its sig¬ 
nificance. 

SYMPTOMS

generally a young girl. Her com¬ 
plexion will be pal# with possibly In 
some cases, a greenish tinge, hence 
the name. 

She may be even heavier thaa 
normal In weight—she tire* easily,

The apparatus Is no more compli¬ 
cated than an ordinary motion pic¬ 
ture projector. No special skill or 
technic la required of th#'operator. 
If the film breaks there 1* no Inter¬ 
ference with the accuracy of syn¬ 
chronisation because the sound rec¬ 
ord is not controlled by the film It¬ 
self. 

RECORDED ELECTRICALLY 

The music or spoken sounds are 
recorded electrically, employing a 
high quality microphone. 

A remarkable electrical repro¬ 
ducer converts the movements of a 
needle in the grooves of a sound re¬ 
cord into electrical vibrations. The 
electrical currents from this device 
pass into an amplifier and thon 
operate a high quality loud speaker 
capable of filling practically any 
motion picture auditorium. 

The loudness may be so regulated 
as to give the Illusion that the source 
la the actors who appear on tho 


'with a given marker In ths proper 
place. The two devices ars coupled 
to the opposite ends of the same 
motor. 

ANY FILM MAY BE SET 

Any picture that has been pro-* 
duced rosy be orchestrated and syn¬ 
chronized. The sound synchronisa¬ 
tion is not depandent upon record¬ 
ing at ths time of ths exposure eS 
the film.

hands, and. very often, erpetpelas 
germs, especially under the nails. 

Always use sterile gauss on 
wounds that require a gauze dress¬ 
ing. Never put cotton next to a 
wound. It will stick and may cauae 
infection. Cotton may be placed over 
the gauze but never on the wound 
Itself. . 

Blood poisoning must not be 
thought the same thing as eryztpe- 


Tbe skin of the body Is made up 
of two very distinct layers. Erysi¬ 
pelas Is an Inflammation occurring 
in the deeper layer of the skin. 

There are certain causes of this 
condition which operate indirectly 
and which for our purposes may be 
called contributing or predisposing 
causes. They are not what we would 
call immediate or direct causes. 

Among the contributing causes 
listed by competent authorities we 
find such Influences as addiction to 
alcohol, kidney disease, diabetes and 
debility from any cause. 

The disease Is prone to occur when 
there are wounds or scratches even 
In healthy persons, particularly when 
those are not properly treated. 

The face le not Infrequently the 
seat of erysipelas though It may oc¬ 
cur on any part of the body. It Is 
not uncommon for the same person 
le experience several different at¬ 
tacks of facial erysipelas. 

It must not be forgotten that this 
disease is contagious, and can be 
NMtnried by'a*. who may 

not himself suffer from the disease. 

Before the days of modern sur¬ 
gery. It was not uncommon for those 
who were treating cases of 
erysipelas to carry the Infection on 
their fingers from one surgical case 
to another In dressing wounds. Such 
a procedure would be avdlsgracc at 
the present time. 

The direct cause of erpslpelas Is 
a very small vegetable germ as 
round as sn onion which occurs in 
chains, some short and some quite 
long. Because It is round and be¬ 
cause It growe in chains, it Is called 
a streptococcus, the word "pofccus" 
meaning a round body and "atropto." 
meaning chain — streptococcus, a 
round body growing In chains. 

These round chain-forming bodies 
are found especially In the spreading 
edges In the Inflamed areas of the 
skin and also In the lymphatics of 
the skin and of the tissues immedi¬ 
ately under the skin, or as we would 
call them, the subcutaneous tissues. 

In a typical attack of facial ery¬ 
sipelas. the patient often has a chill 
followed by a high fever, which con¬ 
tinues throughout the course of the 


Blood poisoning In one case may 
be quite different from blood poison¬ 
ing In another. Instead of using the 
term blood poisoning, you should 
learn the meaning of the words sep¬ 
ticaemia. pyaemia and toxaemia and 
remember that fever and other con¬ 
stitutional symptoms go with all 
these conditions. There are quite a 
number of germs which cause these 
conditions. 

Septicaemia Is generally used to 
mean that there are germs In the 
blood but no local suppuration, no 
Infected wound, no local abscess. If 
the germ In the Stood not one of

When this happens, and 
when abscesses occur In other parts 
of the body, particularly In the In¬ 
ternal organs, the condition la 
spoken of as pyaemia. 

Toxaemia differs from septicaemia 
In that the germs themselves froip a 
local Infection do not enter the blood 
but the poisons or toxins produced 
by the germs do. and cause constitu¬ 
tional symptoms such as fever, head¬ 
ache and various other disturbances. 

Diphtheria Is an example of toxae¬ 
mia. It may rarely become a sep¬ 
ticaemia or a bacteremia. An In¬ 
fected wound may remain through¬ 
out Its course a toxaemia or It may 
Income a septicaemia or a pyaemia. 
All these conditions are loosely called

MAY BUFFER SEVERELY 

The inflammation may begin on 
the nose, cheeks, ear. or at any point 
there is an abrasion of th»* 
skin. The suffering may be severe. 
If the patient Is wsak or If tha scalp 
Is Involved, or If the Infection Is un¬ 
usually severe, delirium may be pre¬ 
sent. 

There may be severe complications 
such as meningitis, pneumonia or 
"blood poisoning.” though these con¬ 
dition a are very unusual. 

Tha disease usually end" In com¬ 
plete recovery In persons who. are 
otherwise In reasonably good nealth, 
provided of course, the patient Is 
properly treated. 

LIGHT DIET 

The diet should ba light, mostly 
liquid and water should be given 
freely. • I 

It ia necessary to keep the patient 
separated from other members of the 
family and the person who cares for 
him must sxerclse great care In 
thoroughly washing the hands with 
soap and hot water after dressing In¬ 
flamed parts or after handling soiled 
articles which have been In contact 
with such parts. 

Soiled dressings should be burned 
and towels and linen used by the pa¬ 
tient should be boiled. 

The patient should be kept In a 
light airy room and should have an 
abundance of fresh air during con- 
valeccence. 

When erysipelas occurs in parts 
of the body other than the face, U 
is usually due to Infection being Im¬ 
planted in some wound. This wound 
may bo only a pin scratch or a mere 
blister. 

All wounds In the skin should re¬ 
ceive careful attention. Never put 
dirty fingers into a wound and re¬ 
member that in speaking of woundH 
any finger Is a dirty finger that has 
not been thoroughly scrubbed with 
soap and hot water for at least five 
minutes.

W E have all seen the winged needs 
of Hi.' maple usually calk-l 
’ In such seeds the wings serve as sail* 
which catch the wind and cause them 
to be* carried some distance from the 
mother tree when, without these, they 
would merely fall directly to tho 
ground. In the maple two seeds are 
combined and a very efficient flying 
machine results. 

These seeds ripen in early Bummer, 
and some day when the wind Is blow¬ 
ing they become loosened from the 
tree mad sail away. They fly with a. 
whirling motion and If the tree be, 
tall and the wind strong, they may 
travel a hundred or two hundred'feet I 
before they strike the ground. There j 
they begin to deeay. the two seeds! 
are separated, and perhaps are 
trampled Into the ground by animals. 

Before long the moist earth awak¬ 
ens the latent life In the tiny seed, ft 
bursts Its bonds and sends a tiny -root 
Into the ground. At the same time 
(wo long slim leaves push out. 

Between them, springs the central 
stalk which W to form the trunk of 
tho great maple, and within a few 
days two tiny reddish leaves shaped 
exactly like the mature leaves of the 
parent tree may be seen. Now the 
young maples still only an Inch or 
two In height, but for tho first time 
bearing the suggestions of a tree, may 
carpet the ground. 

A given tree may produce thou- 
x.inda of the flying seeds and of these.

Juno 5.—Tho Medical Of¬ 
ficer of Health for the City of Lon¬ 
don has laid a damaging Indictment 
against the pigeons of 8t. Paul’s and 
the Royal Exchange and the Bank of 
England and Leadenhall Market, but 
great though the powers of that of¬ 
ficial may be. he has no means of 
acting on hla Indictment. 

These pigeons are not “wild birds" 
within the meaning of the law. 
None may kill any of them save at 
the risk of a penalty under the Lar¬ 
ceny Act of ltfi, which protects 
doves and plgeona even when they 
are waifs and strays. 

There la a villainous hawk that 
sometimes defies this law and steals 
a dinner from the roof of St. Paul’s, 
but the police are aa impotent to deal 
with him as they are to trap the 
“cat" burglar. 

Dr. Howarth tells us that there are 
4.000 such plegnna “within tho law" 
and that they are destructive, aa well 
as a nuisance. Nesta are raided, but 
still the pigeons Increase. The nose¬ 
bags that once provided food for the 


birds have gone, but people bring 
other food In such abundant quanti¬ 
ties that the plgeona wax fat, and 
their families prosper. 

There Is one way only by which 
their numbers can be reduced. It 
involves moving the High Court of 
Parliament to endow the City Cor¬ 
poration with powers of capital 
punishment on superfluous pigeons. 
Those pigeons which are to bo seen 
at all hours of tho day on tho steps 
of St. Paul’s, are as permanent an | 
attraction to tho visitor* as Is the 
Cathedral Itself. The pigeons' have. 
In fact, established themselves ss one 
of the sights of London, and are often 
to bo seen perched on the heads, 
arms or shoulders of those who feed 
them regularly. 

In their turn visitors have found 
entertainment for years past In pur¬ 
chasing scraps of food from Itiner¬ 
ant vendors wherewith to attract ths 
birds.
